I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  1959. 

Tho  health  of  the  area  has  remained  good  throughout  the  year.  For 
the  first  time  recorded  there  has  been  no  death  in  a  child  under  1  year 
of  age.  Also  no  cases  of  puerperal  disease,  nor  any  death  from  infectious 
disease  has  occurred.  While  the  death  rate  and  birth  rate  are  below 
national  averages  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  is  just  maintained. 

Of  the  total  deaths  (34)  65#  are  attributable  to  diseases  affecting  the 
heart  and  blood  vessels. 

The  number  of  cases  of  measles  recorded  rose  rapidly  during  the 
earlier  part  of  tho  year  but  the  disease  was  mild  and  uncomplicated.  The 
scarlet  fever  cases  recorded  wore  also  mild  and  the  rash  evanescent  in 
type.

(2)  NUISxOCES: 


(a)  The  following  table  shows  the  principal  nuisances  dealt  with  during 
the  year  by  means  of  notices.  Other  nuisances  were  remedied  by  informal  a.ction. 

(b)  During  the  year  considerable  inconvenience  to  nearby  houses  was 
caused  by  slag  dust  and  deposits  of  fly-ash  at  the  local  slag  works.  The 
matter  was  taken  up  by  the  Management  and  by  the  removal  of  the  fly-ash  deposits 
some  improvement  in  the  position  was  eventually  effected,.

(3)  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  R5STS; 


During  the  year  20  inspections  of  dwellinghouscs,  shops  and  other  buildings 
were  made.  Disinfestation  treatments  were  carried  out  whore  necessary, 

(4)  SLAUGHTERHOUSES: 


231  visits  were  made  to  slaughterhouses  and  other  food  premises  during 
the  year,  principally  in  connection  with  the  inspection  of  neat.  The  quality 
of  the  ca.rco.sses  presented  for  inspection  and  the  general  hygiene  of  the 
slaughterhouse  premises  continued  to  be  satisfactory. 

(5)  W.C.  CONVERSIONS: 


During  the  yco.r  13  conversions  from  ash  closets  to  the  water  carriage 
system  took  place.  There  arc  now  645  water  closets  and  460  ash  closets  in  the 

district. 

(6)  FACTORIES  „CTS,  1937  and  1943; 

During  the  year  15  premises  subject  to  the  Factories  Acts  were  inspected. 

(7)  FOOD  ETC.  CONDEMNED: 


During  the  year  429  lbs.  of  moat  and  46  lbs.  of  loose  provisions  were 
condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consi&tion  and  wore  disposed  of  either  by  being 
burnt  by  the  Owners  concerned  or  by  being  buried  at  the  Council's  tip. 

(3)  FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS,  1Q55-I6; 

Inspections  under  the  above  mentioned  Regulations  have  been  made  and 
informal  action  has  sufficed  to  deal  with  whatever  contraventions  have  been 
discovered.
